NOMURA Kichisaboro 

Auick action on plans to held mold the politi cal world in a Japan which re- 
gained independence only 2 days ago has been aecided upon by an imposing group 
of prewar politi c al stalwarts. Poli tidal circles are watching the actions of 
tha group calied the Japan Reoonstruction League, because they feel it may be 
? thé-efedf« of a new politio al party. Observer* say-the. group co nsi sts ef men, 
induding a leading nerspaper figure, who hold varivd politi cal views but 
many of whom arc of on- strå in in that they lean to right of center. At a 
meeting held April 29 the meinbers of the League reaffirmed their aim of 
"renovating" Japan' s poli tical warld. Induaed in the Lesgue are three w ar- 
time Cabinet ae rib er 8 SHIGPMITSU Msmoru, former Fon ign Minister; KISHI Shinsuke, 
former Commerce- Induet ry Minister; end Ino Hiroya, former Agriculture-Fcrestry 
Minister. Japan’s Ambassadør to Washington at the time of the* Pacific War 
bjokr. out, former Adniral NOMURA Kichisaburo, is also a member of the group. 
Other raembers are SA'fiAVA Kenzo. former Ambassador to France; Shibusawa Keizo, 
former Finance Minister in 1945 to 1946 SHIDEHARA Cabinet; UIYOSHI Hideyuki, i} 
former Li étnæntiar; TAKAISHI Shingoro, oneti me board chairman af the MÅINICHI 
SHIMBUN and a sprinkling cf Liberals and Frogressives. At their last meeting 
the league members sgfeed that a concrete program based on kims shoulci be 
speedily drawn up. KISHI and MIYOSHI, regarued as being most inf luenti al in 
the League, are said to be intenedng to devolop their organ into a new political 
party headed by SHIGLUITSU, SHIG1.MITSU himself however, has saic h< has no 
political ambitions. He ha s stated that hi joined the League aolely to con- 
tribute his bit towaro the reconstruction of Japan. XISHI said t.hat the pcople 
have no faith in the oxisting political parties. He is said persoaally to favor 
the j:ight is t. Socialist Party, but .has saic that the Party shouid be reorganized 
into a peoplt 's party which would transcend c&ass parties. KISHI is the elder 
brothfr of SATO Eiasaku, a leading Liberal who is the Minister of Pobtal Service 
and Telecnmunications. He has saiu he will never Jo in the Liberal Party. 

1GTGSHI on the other hånd, apparently leans toward the Progressive Party. 
However, he has said t hat no onc in the League is oo nsi dering entry into any

political parties toward the Reconstruction League, it has been repoited that 
a grpup of the Progressives, led by OASA>Tadao, wartime State Minister, are 
man^uvering for a merger of the Progressive Party with the League. However , 
other Progressives are opposed to such amalgamation, it is said.
